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Diet Session [Kishi Plans to Send |Macmillan 
Closes Today|ission to S. Korea 


As Censure 
Voted Down 


The 26th session of the Diet 
adjourns today. 

This will mark the first time 
in seven years that the Diet ses- 
sion closed without any exten- 
sion. 

The 150-day Diet session, con- 
vened on Dec. 20, last year, saw 
the transfer of the reins of Gov- 
ernment from former Prime 
Minister Ishibashi to his succes- 
sor, Kishi. 

On the whole, the session 
Was uneventful, with no mid- 
night sittings or riotings which 
ha marked previous sessions. 
This *as attributed to the ab- 
sence of any strongly contro- 
versial legislative programs as 
well as to the “soul searching” 
on the part of legislators, both 
( .vernment and opposition. 

The Socialist Party’s last ma- 
jor offensive in the current Diet 
crumbled yesterday when its 
nonconfidence motion against 
the Kishi Cabinet was voted 
down by a_ Liberal-Democrat 
majority in the plenary session 
of the House of Representa- 
tives. 

The couht was 151 for and 
249 against the motion. 

The- doyen of the Opposition 
Party Jotaro Kawakami blasted 
what he termed the reactionary 
policies of, the Kishi regime in 
explaining the reasons for pre- 
senting the nonconfidence mo- 


tion and demanded its swift 
resignation. 

Kawakami made these 
charges: 


1, The gloomy air settling 
over political circles recently 
comes mainly from Kishi’s past 
records and the bureaucratic, 
reactionary character of his 
Cabinet. 

2. Kishi follows a_ reac- 
tionary foreign policy. He failed 
to take positive steps. to 
have COCOM and CHINCOM em- 
bargo restrictions against Com- 
munist nations and Red China 
relaxed, and he does not take 
enough effort to understand 
racialism in the Southeast Asian 
nations. In this connection, 
Kawakami warned that Japan 
should not get involved in 
America’s new atomic weapon 
based policy for the Far East. 

Yesterday’s plenary session 
further passed a resolution cail- 
ing on the Government to ex- 
pedite the realization of the 
planned Seikan undersea tunnel 
connecting Honshu with Hox- 
kaido. 

Later in the day, the resolu- 
tion demanding recall of Buichi 
Aono, Socialist Chairman of the 
Audit Committee of the Lower 
House, presented to the Lower 
House secretariat by the Liberal- 
Democrats, was retracted follow- 
ing négotiations with the Social- 
ists. 


Express Derailedon 
Joban Line; 7 Killed 


Seven persons were dead and 
many others injured last night 
when the locomotive and three 
passenger coaches of the Ao- 
mori-bound express Kitagami 
were derailed and fell into a 
river below in Fukushima Pre- 
fecture. 

The locomotive’s engineer, as- 
sistant engineer and five pas- 
sengers were killed. 

The locomotive and the adjoin- 
ing three third-class coaches 
jumped orf the tracks at about 
8:30 p.m. between Nagatsuka 
and Ohno stations and fell down 
a 13-foot embankment. 

The special second-class coach- 
es and the third-class coaches 
in the rear escaped derailment. 

The Joban Line, on which the 
accident occurred, was _inter- 
rupted and repair parties were 
rushed to the scene immediate- 
ly for restoration of services. 

The injured, whose number 
was not confirmed immeédiately, 
were taken to a nearby school. 

In another accident on the 
Tohoku Line, one passenger was 
killed and 13 others, including 
five seriously, were injured last 
night when a truck collided with 
a Takasaki-bound train at a 
crossing at Sowa-mura, Ibaraki 
Prefecture. 


Deny Knowledge of Ship 
Said Shelled by Taiwan 


HONGKONG (Kyodo-UP) —A 
Royal Navy spokesman Friday 
denied all knowledge of an un- 
identified British vessel which 
Chinese Nationalists allegedly 
Shelled near Amoy. 

London reports, quoting Pei- 
ping Radio, said the Chinese 
Communists had reported “res- 
cuing” the ship’s crew. 

The radio reported that the 
Nationalists shelled the ship 
while it was entering Amoy har- 
bor. But the radio did not iden- 
tify the vessel.

kotan and Habdomai Islands in 
Tokyo in the near future.

He said that preliminary nego- 
tiations on the issue were con- 
ducted in Moscow between Am- 
bassador to Moscow Suemitsu 
Kadowaki and the Russian au- 
thorities. 


Earlier the same day Kishi in- 
vited to his official residence 
leaders of the Liberal-Democra- 
tic Policy Board including 
Chairman Juichiro Tsukada and 
conferred on drafting new ad- 
ministration policies. 

It was reportedly agreed at 
the meeting that in the diplo- 
matic field, efforts will be exert- 
ed to establish the “economic 
diplomacy” policy with em- 
phasis on cooperation with 
Southeast Asia. 

In the domestic policy, it was 
agreed that emphasis will be 
placed on settlement of labor 
preblems, and on social welfare 
measures. 

The draft of the new policies 
is expected to be completed by 
the time Kishi returns early 
July from his Washington trip.

An official of the Fishery 
Agency of the Agriculture- 
Forestry Ministry was arrest- 
ed yesterday on suspicion of 
receiving bribes from a 
fishery cooperative in Yama- 
gata Prefecture. Arrested 
was Tsutomu Nakagawa, 45- 
year-old assistant chief of the 
First Fisheries Coordination 
Section. Nakagawa, prosecu- 
tors allege last March re- 
ceived a large amount in 
bribes from the Sakata 
Municipal Fishery Coopera- 
tive which sought Govern- 
ment approval for the north- 
ern Pacific fishing operations 
and increased allocation of 
fishing craft tonnage.

Oil Pipeline 
LONDON _ (Kyyodo-Reuter)— 
The major oil companies of the 
West have agreed to build a 
new £300 million sterling pipe- 


line in the Middle East, it was 
announced here Thursday. 


This was the outcome of this 
week’s conference of 17 oil com- 
panies in London, which decid- 
ed on the formation of a study 
group to report on the first 
stage of the project—a 38/40- 
inch pipeline from the head of 
the Persian Gulf to the Medi- 
terranean seaboard, capable of 


| transporting 40,000,000 tons of 


crude oil a year. 


The projected pipeline is de- 
signed to provide by stages 
transportation for some 70,000,- 
000 tons a year (1,400,000 barrels 
a day) of crude oil, to assist 
in meeting the increased de- 
mand forecast for the early 
1960's. 


Russian Mission 
Arrives in Tokyo 


A 10-man Soviet goodwill mis- 
sion headed ,by President Mik- 
hail V. Nesterov of the Soviet 
Chamber of Commerce arrived 
at Haneda Airport last night via 
SAS. 

The mission had been invited 
by the Asia Solidarity Commit- 
tee as a token of gratitude for 
the Soviet invitation of a Japa- 
nese cultural mission to Moscow 
last June, 

It was the first official good- 
will mission to arrive in Japan 
after the restoration of normal 
relations between the two coun- 
tries, 


Nesterov in a statement at the 
airport said that the Soviet Gov- 
ernment has proposed to the 
Japanese Government. conclu- 
sion of a trade agreement and 
he wishes to promote economic 
cooperation with Japan “in a 
spirit of reciprocity and equal- 
ity.” 

Today, the mission is schedul- 
ed to pay a courtesy call on 
Prime Minister Kishi.

Wins House 


Support on 
Suez Policy 


LONDON (AP)—Britain’s 
Conservative Government sur- 
vived a Socialist onslaught on 
its Suez policies Thursday night 
and won a comfortable vote of 
confidence from the House of 
Commons. 

A Labor Party motion censur- 
ing the Government for “damag- 
ing Britain’s prestige and eco 
nomic interests” was defeated 
by 308 votes to 259, a Govern- 
ment majority of 49. 

Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan, in a mildly worded 
speech at the end of a two-day 
parliamentary inquest into the 
consequences of the Anglo- 
French invasion of Suez last fall, 
told the crowded House: 

“It would be foolish to deny 
that we have had a setback but 
it would be equally foolish to

At least eight Conservative 
legislators in the so-called “Suez 
group” had publicly announced 
they would abstain from voting 
with the Government. They 
claim that Macmillan “capitulat- 
ed” to Egyptian President Nas- 
ser by agreeing to let British 
ships use the Suez Canal again. 

Seven of them actually ab- 
stained from voting Thursday 
night, but their defection did not 
seriously harm the Gove 


mons is usually above 50. 


Macmillan said in the speech 
that Britain has made no fi- 
nancial concessions to Egypt in 
agreeing to use the canal again. 


“I want to dispel any idea that 
we have oe to any general 
relaxation in the restrictions on 
the Egyptian sterling which we 
hold, he said. “That is, of 
course, not so. 


“If British ships are to use the 
canal again, it is clearly better 
that they should pay the tolls 
and any other outgoings in sterl- 
ing. And the same applies to 
the ships of other countries in 
the sterling area.” 


Both Macmillan and Foreign 
Secretary Selwyn Lloyd, in an 
earlier speech, said the United 
States and Britain have drawn 
closer together as a result of the 
Suez episode. 


Macmillan described the 
Eisenhower Doctrin2 as an im- 
portant contribution to the 
peace of the Middle East “and 
one whose worth can be mea- 
sured by the emotion it has 
elicited from the Russians.” 


Macmillan spoke after a final 
opposition speech by Aneurin 
Bevan, the outspoken Welsh- 
man who would likely be For- 
eign Secretary on a future la- 
bor government. 


Bevan characterized the Brit- 
ish-French attack on Egypt as 
“an act of criminal, frivolous 
lunacy.” He said the conserva- 
tives had ignored Soviet “warn- 
ings and premonitions” and 
brought the world to the brink

Police, mobilizing riot squads, 
said only 35,000 students cut 
classes and denounced the tests 
at 168 universities and colleges. 

When the crowd of 10,000 to 
15,000 students outside the Brit- 
ish Embassy in Tokyo dispersed 
at 7 p.m, yesterday, many of 
them then joined another group 
of students staging a lantern ral- 
ly in the Hibiya Park. 

Police officials said they would 
keep a 24-hour guard around the 
embassy for protection.

Hurls Wine Bottle

All traffic was stopped on the 
avenue separating the embassy 
compound from the Imperial 
Palace moat as the students 
roamed around, snake-dancing 
back and forth—laughing, shout- 
ing and chanting. 

Not participating in yester- 
day’s struggle were students at 
14 provincial universities. 

Some 1,500 students of Tokyo 
University’s Liberal Arts De- 
partment visited the Diet follow- 
ing the protest meeting yester- 
day morning and petitioned 
against the nuclear tests. 


Rallies were also held at the 
campuses of Meiji, Waseda, Ho- 
sei and Chuo universities and 
the Tokyo Foreign Language 
University.

Australia, 
N.Z. Tred at 
Being Ignored 


CANBERRA (AP) — Britain’s 
failure to inform Australia and 
New Zealand about the timing 
of the Christmas Island hydro- 
gen bomb test has caused un- 
favorable reaction in Canberra. 

Many Government supporters 
are concerned that long after 
the public announcement that 
the bomb was exploded, Brit- 
ain had sent no official advice 
to the Australian Government. 

Although ministers are pri- 
vately aggrieved that Britain 
omitted this recognition of Aus- 
tralia’s small part in the ex- 
plosion—providing training fa- 
cilities for the Valiant bomber 
crews which participated in the 
tests—they are making no pub- 
lic criticism. 

Opposition leader Dr. Herbert 
Vv. Evatt told reporters, how- 
ever, that Britain’s failure to 
consult Australia was shocking. 
He added: “Australia’s interna- 
tional status is dually being 
reduced to a cypher.” 


WELLINGTON, New Zealand

U.K. Quaker Steele Arrives 
To Join Anti-Test Protests

Harold Steele, British Quaker 
pacifist, arrived yesterday to 
join Japan’s anti-H-bomb pro- 
tests and said he was “deeply 
ashamed and terribly sorry” for 
the British test explosion in the 
South Pacific Wednesday. 

Steele, 63, first heard of the 
British blast on his lonely ar- 
rival at Tokyo International Air- 
port. 


He was welcomed by 
newsmen. No members of the 
Japan Council Against Atomic 
and Hydrogen Bombs, who have 
been aware for months of the 
Quaker’s determination to op- 
pose the British Pacific tests, 
were on hand to meet him. 

Reporters managed to find two 
members of the Council who 
came to greet Russian goodwill 
mission which also arrived last 
night, 

Steele, said he had “hope and 
determination” to continue his 


protest of the rest of the Brit- 
ish nuclear explosion series. 

The white-haired, bespectacled 
pacifist said he had not seen 
a newspaper since he left India 
two days ago and had heard 

of the test. 

“I, as an individual, speak for 
thousands of people in the 
United Kingdom who are op- 
posed to the hydrogen bomb 
test,” he said. He wore a black 
tie in mourning for Britain’s de- 
termination to trigger the bomb. 

He flew from Hongkongg with- 
out notifying anyone of_his ar- 
rival time, he said. 

Steele acknowledged he had 
promised the Japanese Embassy 
in London “not to participate 
in. anything which may en- 
danger human life.” 

‘He said he would talk to Japa- 
nese officials to see if he could 
be released from the promise.

The Laborite Daily Herald 
said: “If there is no agreement 
to halt, Britain, Russia and 
America will go all out in com- 
ing years with test after test to 
develop and refine their already 
existing powers of total destruc- 
tion. 

“Public opinion throughout 
the world is awakening. Oniy 
an aroused public opinion can 
save the human race. It must 
compel the statesmen to end this 
nightmare.” |

Reform Plan 
Submitted 


A sweeping reform plan for 
the tradition-fettered Japan 
Sumo Association and the notori- 
ous “chaya” system surround- 
ing it was submitted by asso- 
ciation executives to the au- 
thorities concerned Thursday. 

The research subcommittee of 
the Education Ministry’s Health 
and Physical Culture Council 
sought the opinion of top-rank- 
ing officers of the association 
and its Grand Champion Coun- 
cil on the proposed renovation 
at a meeting held at the Fin- 
ance Minister’s official residence. 

The association’s officers in- 
troduced a five-point reform 
plan which, if accepted, was 
expected to go into effect from 
the autumn tournament of the 
national sport this year. 

The plan calls for the aboli- 
tion of the “sumo chaya” (tea- 
houses) through which sumo 
tickets have been sold to spe- 
cial patrons, with high service 
commissions, and the  estab- 
lishment of a sumo training 
school. These two reforms 
have been especially sought by 
people seeking modernization 
of the association setup. 

Plans to improve the treat- 
ment of wrestlers were also re- 
vealed. The association execu- 
tives hoped to improve treat- 
ment especially for aged wrest- 
lers and adopt the basic wage 
and heclth insurance systems 
for all association members. 

The research subcommittee 
spokesman said the subcom- 
mittee would draft a recom- 
mendation next week on the 
matter on the basis of this plan 
for presentation to Education 
Minister Hirokichi Nadao.

The 3rd Marine Division said 
Private Wilbur H. Hamilton, of 
Smithville, Tex., was arrested by 
Military Police on April 16 for 
the crime and has been confin- 
ed at Camp Fuji pending results 
of a joint Japanese-American in- 
vestigation. 


The announcement said Hamil- 
ton was indicted by the Shi- 


zuoka District Procurator’s Of- 
fice for raping a Japanese 
woman in Gotemba, near the 
Camp Fuji Marine Base. 

The trial will be held at the 
Numazu Court House, the Ma- 
rine announcement said. . The 
date for the trial has not yet 
been set.

Extradition: Police 

Yokohama City Police have ar- 
rived at the conclusion that it 
is legally impossible for Japan 
to demand the extradition of 
criminal suspects from the Unit- 
ed States, it was announced yes- 
terday.

For the normal trap shot, 
in which the ball is not buri- 
ed, open your stance, sink 
your feet into the sand for 
support; and, as you hit, con- 
tact the ball first.

Japanese Export Policy 


Makes Hongkong Uneasy

HONGKONG—Apparel manu- 
facturers here feel themselves 
uneasily at the mercy of Japa- 
nese export policy, although 
other factors indicate that this 
is a self-conscious exaggeration. 

They point out that Japanese 
cloth prices have risen 10 per 
cent since the first of the year, 
disturbing their export pricing 
structure for shirts, blouses and 
other items. 

“If Japan wants to cut us out 
of the export market, she can 
cut off our cloth supplies just 
like that!” is one expression of 
the uneasiness. ‘ 


Outcries in America 


The outcries in America 
against “evasion” of the Japa- 
nese export quota through 
Hongkong apparel made of Japa- 
nese cloth adds to the uneasi- 
ness. 

The Japanese have up to now 
proved singularly susceptible to 
pressure from the States in the 
form of anguished protests, it is 
pointed out.

They are doing 
switch business to other desti- 
nations, but are concentrating 
mostly on sales into the local 
market. 


Despite its relatively smail 
production, the Hongkong cot- 
ton textile manufacturing in- 
dustry must remain versatile to 
retain its competitive effective- 
ness, it is pointed out. The 
pattern of trade in Southeast 
Asia shifts rapidly, often due to 
artificial trade restrictions in 
importing countries, so the in- 
dustry depends on its wide- 
spread outlets and must be pre- 
pared to shift production to 
meet shifts in markets.

Freight Rates 
Tumble to 


“{ Low Level 


The world’s tramper freight 
rates yesterday dropped to the 
lowest level in two years. 

The tramper rate for coal 
from Hampton Roads in the 
U.S. to Rotterdam and Antwerp 
dropped to 47 shillings six 
pence, which is slightly over 
the minimum paying rate of 44 
shillings. 

Reflecting this sharp drop .in 
coal freight, the rate for wheat 
from the Pacific Coast of the 
U.S. to Japan dropped to $9.25 
per ton, much lower than last 
year’s low of $13.25. The min- 
imum paying rate is $9. 

Among the main reasons 
given for this sharp drop are: 

1. Shipments of grains from 
St. Laurence in America to 
Europe have decreased sharply 
of late due to an anticipated 
bumper crop of grains in Eu- 
rope this year. 

Besides, various European 
countries stockpiled a_ large 
quantity of grains and other 
foodstuff during the Middle East 
hostilities. 

2. U.S. coal exports to Eu- 
rope decreased with the ap- 
proach of the summer. Further, 
the reopening of the Suez Canal 
has stepped up conversion from 
coal to oil in industry, 

3. The decline of freightage 
rates since February is making 
shippers hold cargoes as long 
as possible in expectation of a 
further drop.

The Svend Maersk’s arrival at 
Yokohama marks the fourth 
new addition within five weeks 
to the Maersk Line’s rapidly 
growing fleet of liners, cargo 
vessels and tankers. 


The Lexa Maersk is a sister- 
ship to the Lica Maersk, Luna 
Maersk, and Leda Maersk which 
have all arrived in Japan with- 
in the last six months. She was 
built at Bremen, Germany and 
was delivered to A. P. Moller, 
Copenhagen, on March 27, and 
has now entered the Line’s 
fortnightly service westbound, 
round-the-globe. The’ vessel 
was built as an open shelter- 
decker with a total dead-weight 
capacity of 9,725 tons. Her ser- 
vice speed is 18 knots. 

Master of the vessel is Capt. 
H. A. Jorgensen, and the chief 
engineer is E. E. Larsen. 

The Svend Maersk was deliv- 
ered to the Maersk Line on Jan. 
15 from Burmeister & Wain’s 
Shipyard at Copenhagen. She 
is built as an open shelter- 
decker with scantlings corres- 
ponding to a “full scantling ves- 
sel.” She has a dead-weight of 
5,900 tons. 

The electric-mechanical steer- 
ing engine is supplied by Ths. 
B. Thrige, Denmark. The ves 
sel is equipped with the most 
modern nautical instruments, 
such as radar, wireless, direction 
finder, gyro compass, and echo 
sounder. The main engine is a 
six-cylinder single-acting two- 
stroke diesel engine of Bur- 
meister & Wain’s newest type. 
It is arranged for burning 
heavy oil. 

Capt. R. E. T. Mogensen is 
in command of the vessel. 

The Svend Maersk will enter 
the Maersk Line’s _ services 
Japan/India - Pakistan - Persian 
Gulf and Japan/Indonesia, for 
which trades she is especially 
designed.

The Diet Closes 


The 26th ordinary session. of the National Diet closes 


today. 


It will probably take its place in history as one 


of the most peaceful Diet sessions postwar Japan has had. 
Looking back on its record, the outstanding thing about 

this Diet is the lack of the fighting and disorderliness 

which we of Japan have come to associate with our Par- 


liament. 


Significant events have occurred during its six months 


of life. 
minimum of disruption. 


But these developments have taken place with a 


For one,,the Ishibashi Cabinet was elected to succeed 
the Hatoyama Administration, and then made way for the 
Kishi Administration two months later with no break in 
administrative or legislative procedure, a thing rare in 


political annals. 


Even the legislative bills enacted by the Diet produced 


little real argument. 


There was 


some opposition 


to the 1957 fiscal budget, the biggest in history. It 
reflected the expansion in Japan’s national economy, and 


there were fears that it would encourage inflation. 


Yet 


it was approved in time for the fiscal year beginning 


April 1. 


The much-publicized “one-hundred-billion yen tax reduc- 
tion,” one of the main items in the budget, was welcomed 
by the people, and was approved without difficulty. 

Other bills tightened inspection of export goods, set 
aside appropriations for multi-purpose dams and lightened 
the tax burden of small and medium size enterprises. 

To some extent, this harmony in the Diet may be 
ascribed to the administration’s willingness to scrap 
measures which faced too tough a battle—for instance, the 
plan to abolish the Personnel Board. 

But other developments were of a nature to spark a 


major controversy in previous sessions of the Diet. 


One 


was the statement by the Prime Minister that he thought 


it would not be against the Constitution to possess nuclear 
weapons so far as they were defensive in nature. 


Those who follow their politics also recall the con- 
troversy raised by the then Prime Minister, Shigeru Yo- 
shida, two and a half years ago when he made clear his 


intention of visiting the United States. 


By contrast, there 


has been little opposition to Mr. Kishi’s forthcoming visits 


to Asia and America. 


The unprecedented smoothness with which the Diet 
proceedings were carried out may be due partly to cir- 
cumstances and partly to Mr. Kishi’s political acumen. 
However, we would like to think that it also reflects the 
awakening of our politicians to their responsibilities. 

- The tumultuous scenes in the Diet halls in the past 
were a national disgrace indeed. To register their opposi- 
tion to measures, members of the Diet kept the Speaker 
of the House and the President of the Councillors prisoners 


in their chambers. 
and slugged Diet guards. 


Some kidnaped committee chairmen, 


Newsreels screened abroad showed lawmakers literally 
climbing over each other in a mad scramble to capture the 
Speaker’s platform, and lady members, their sweaters torn, 
screaming and clawing at Opposition deputies. They made 
a mockery of Parliamentary procedure and of Japan’s claim 
of being a democratic nation and flaunted its shame all 


over the world. 


The people of Japan hope the quiet application to busi- 

ness that characterized the now closing session of the Diet 

._ is an jndication of a new trend among our politicians to- 
ward maturity. And they are aware that it was also owing 
to the competent leadership of the heads of the two major 


political parties. 


It should be remembered that Liberal-Democratic Party 
President Tanzan Ishibashi earlier took up this problem in 
his five-point pledgé. Socialist Party Executive Committee 
Chairman Mosaburo Suzuki also agreed with Mr, Hatoyama, 
and then with Mr. Ishibashi, “to consider various measures 


in order to normalize Diet steering.” 


The people have 


always supported their efforts. . 
At any rate, it is a matter for congratulation that the 
26th ordinary session of the Diet has been normally steered 
to the last. There is no place for hoodlums in our Diet. 
Its members are expected to live up to their responsibilities 
as elected representatives of the people with dignity and 


ability.

Nuclear Power in Japan’s Future 


Atomic Industrial Forums Point Up Need for New Source of Energy 


The four-day joint gonference 
of the U.S. and Japan Atomic 
Industrial Forums, which closed 


- yesterday, made several things 


clear despite the complexity of 
the subjects covered and the 
enormity of the assembly. 

The conference was designed 
primarily for the American par- 
ticipants to give out informa- 
tion and the Japanese to receive 
it. But both sides appeared to 
have learned a great deal about 
each other, as was agreed by 
the delegates in the last day ses- 
sion in Tokyo, 

Japanese industrial leaders, 
technicians and scientists obtain- 
ed technical information as 
American experts described aif- 
ferent types of reactors and 
various aspects of atomic power 
development. The Americans got 
a different kind of information. 

It is that the Japanese are 
now eager and almost “impa- 
tient” to get started on generat- 
ing electricity with nuclear 
energy. 

This was noted by Dr. Clark 
Goodman, Assistant Director for 
Technical Division of Reactor 
Development, U.S. Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, in his spon- 
taneous address to the confer- 
ence in Tokyo Wednesday. 

Why the Change? 

As a Fulbright scholar, Dr. 
Goodman /taught at Osaka Uni- 
versity three years ago. At that 
time, he said, the atmosphere in 
Japan toward the subject of 
atomic power development was 
negativistic. People were “de- 
fensive” and they were more 
concerned about the dangers of 
nuclear energy rather than its 
constructive aspects. 

But now, they appear to be al- 
most “impatient,” Dr. Goodman 
observed. If the “defensive” at- 
titude the U.S. scientist refers to 
had correctly applied to the in- 


- dustrial circles of Japan as of 


three years ago, then the change 
must be said to be a remarkable 
one. . 
But if such a change in at- 
titude aetually took place, what 
is responsible for it? 

Three years ago, the nation 
went nearly hysterical following 
the Fukuryu Maru Incident. If 
the prevalent fear of radioactive 
fallout from Bikini H-bomb 
tests was largely emotional, 
then, a rational approach to nu- 
clear energy may be said to 
have gradually overcome it in 
the subsequent years. 

The fact is, as Japan’s top in- 
dustrialists pointed out during 
the conference, Japan will be 
compelled to seek a new source 
of energy for power generation 
in the near future. 

To the United States, the 
peaceful utilization of atomic 
energy is only an incidental by- 


product of its military applica- 


tion. She can afford to use part 
of her enormous financial and 
material resources for the de- 
velopment of atomic power like 
a dilettante. 

Compelling Need 

Japai. on the other hand, can 
ill afford not to engage in nu- 
clear energy research and de- 
velopment, the industrial leaders 
feel. . 

The reason is that the demand 
for electric power in this coun- 
try steadily mounts, while its 
supply cannot keep up with the 
wane... 

The situation is described by 
representatives of the electric 
power industry with some basic 
figures. 

During 1955, an 11 per cent in- 
crease over the preceding year 
in the demand for power was 
noted. During fiscal 1956, the

Asahi Shimbun objected to 
the view that the current crisis 
in Japan’s international ac- 
counts could be taken to mean 
that Japan’s economy has come 
to a pretty*pass. It was true, 
the paper said, that excessive 
investments, increased imports 
and deficits in the international 
account admitted of no optim- 
ism. But, it said, the nation’s 


economy as a whole is not neces- 


sarily vitiated merely because 
of unfavorable factors. The 
paper pointed out that exports 
are increasing relatively, com- 
modity prices are rather stabiliz- 
ed and entrepreneurs are realiz- 
ing good profits. Moreover, the 


paper said, the validation of ex- 


ports during April amounted to 
$230 million, showing the bright- 
est phase of the nation’s econ- 
omy. Because of abundant 
stocks of raw materials and in- 
creased productivity there is no 
fear of prices going up, it added. 


- Mainichi Shimbun doubted the 
advisability of the National Fed- 
eration of Student Self-Govern- 
ment Associations’ (Zengaku- 
ren) action jin having staged a 
sit<diown strike only before the 
British Embassy, in their cam- 
paign to get nuclear. tests sus- 
pended. The paper wondered 
why they had not resorted to 
the same tactics when Soviet 
Russia had carried out repeated 
niiclear tests last month. It will 
not be in the interests of Zen- 
gakuren itself, much less of the 
anti-nuclear test campaign, for 
the students to give a political 
coloring to the campaign. They 
should also resort to sit-down 
strikes to protest U.S. tests at 
Nevada, as well as Russian tests 


which are carried out without 


any prior warning at all. 


Yomiuri Shimbun took up the 
new action policy for this year 
announced by the Japan Teach- 
ers Union. The paper endorsed 
the new action policy as show-

its past activities which had 
been criticized as being “bias- 
ed.” It also welcomed the pol- 
icy in that it has placed em- 
phasis on the improvement of 
the nation’s educational level. 
The paper also took special note 
that the union is trying to ob- 
tain the support of the parents 
of pupils in pushing its wage 
demands and its campaign for 
sending its members to the Diet. 


Chugoku Shimbun (Hiroshima) 
commented on the Goettin- 
gen declaration by 18 West Ger- 
man physicists April 12 in which 
they affirmed that they would 
not take part in the manufac- 
ture, test and use of atomic 
arms, This declaration, the 
paper said, was significant in 
that the present position of West 
Germany could be likened to 
that of this country which is 
sandwiched between the East- 
ern and Western camps. The 
paper stressed the heavy re- 
sponsibility of scientists who 
should protect mankind from 
mishaps. It also said that if the 
voice of scientists becomes un- 
able to prevent the misuse of 
science, it will bring mankind 
to the brink of ruin. The paper 
lauded the West German Social- 
Democrats for asking the Gov- 
ernment not to equip the West 
German forces with nuclear 
weapons just after the NATO 
Council had affirmed the need 
for arming NATO forces with 
huclear arms, 

_—— 

Chubu Nippon Shimbun (Na- 
goya) took up the 10-day traffic 
safety campaign started May 15. 
In this regard, the paper de- 
manded the Government to see 
that the automobile accidents in- 
volving children should, among 
Others, be reduced. The big- 
gest factor for the death of 
children below the age of .14 
during last year, the paper in- 
dicated, was traffic accidents, 
notably automobile accidents, It 
also took special note that one 
quarter of the last year’s total 
casualties caused by traffic ac- 


ing the union's self-reflection of cidents was among children.

To prevent traffic mishaps to 
children, the paper said, car 
drivers should first of all ob- 
serve the speed limit regula- 
tions. It said that 90 per cent 
of auto accidents could be as- 
cribed to drivers. The paper 
also stressed the need for train- 
ing children on walking on the 
streets. 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) 
commented.-on labor’s struggle 
to counter the punitive measur- 
es adopted by the Government 
against those held responsible 
for the illegal actions during 
the spring labor offensive. The 
paper said that the coming la- 
bor offensive could not be stop- 
ped easily since the aim was to 
make the Government to with- 
draw the punitive measures. 
Hence, the new struggle will 
have a political coloring. The 
paper believed the Government 
was also responsible for the 
situation since it failed to en- 
force the findings of the Pub- 
lic Corporation Arbitration Com- 
mission. 


Nihon Keizai Shimbun urged 
Prime Minister Kishi to fully 
hear the views of various South- 
east Asian countries during his 
coming visit to this part of the 
world and convey what he 
heard to the United States au- 
thorities when he goes to Amer- 
ica late in June. This will, the 
paper said, be helpful not only 
to various countries in South- 
east Asia and the United States 
but also to this nation. The 
present disparity of views be- 
tween the Southeast Asian 
countries and the United States, 
the paper said, has come pri- 


marily from lack of understand- . 


ing. This is not. only an un- 
happy state’ of affairs for the 
United States and Southeast 
Asian countries but also may 
prove an impediment to im- 
prereaees of Japan's ties with 
the sides. Japan, it said, 
will be unable to provide tech- 
nical cooperation to Southeast 
Asia, if the latter harbors any 
suspicion toward America.

Japan is noted for her highl7 
developed hydroelectric indus- 
try, which takes advantage of 
her characteristic topography. 
But now, even this source is be- 
@oming limited and the cost of 
hydraulic power generation is 
becoming increasingly high. 

A natural alternative would 
be imported oil. But this source 
is no final solution of the ag- 
gravating power shortage be- 
cause oil is readily affected, as 
recent history showed, by the 
political situation of the world. 

This is the reason why, Japa- 
nese industrialists conclude, 
Japan must fall back on atomic 
energy for power generation, 

Hence, the apparent “impati- 
ence” with which the Japanese 
electric circles talk about atomic 
power development, 


No Bigger Cost 


Ironically, replacing electric- 
ity, generated by conventional 
means, with nuclear-generated 
power in the case of Japan, is 
not a daring venture. Not that 
conditions are particularly fa- 
vorable for such a switch here, 
but the costs of thermal and 
hydroelectric generations are so 
high that nuclear generation 
will not be tdo great a jump, 
financially speaking, according 
to the industry. | 

The industry has made a long- 
range forecast of the nation’s 
power supply situation for 18 
years to come and pertinent 
figures were disclosed at the 
conference by President Shin 
Hory of the Kansai Electric 
Power Co., and of the Japan 
Electric Association, 

dn .1965, or eight years from 
now, the industry plans to pro- 
duce a total of 29,160,000 kilo- 
watts of electricity to meet the 
demand. 

This figure is apportioned to 
three means of power genera- 
tion: hydraulic—15,200,000 kws.; 
thermal—13,000,000 kws.; atomic 
—960,000 kws. 

Figures for 1975, or 18 years 
from now, however, will be 
considerably larger. They are: 
hydraulic—19,450,000 kws.; ther- 
mal—19,300,000 kws.; atomic— 
9,900,000 kws. 


Tenfold Increase 

In other words, Japanese elec- 
tric power circles hope to in- 
crease their nuclear-generated 
power supply 10 times during 
the decade from 1965 through 
1975. At the same time, during 
this period, a limit will be reach- 
ed in hyaraulic power genera- 


tion, and thermal generation will 
also have to be restricted be- 
cause of a shortage of fuel sup- 


ly. 

. whe nuclear power generation 
plan described here, of course, 
is all theoretical. Japan has 
not conclusively decided on 
what type reactor should be 
adopted for the most efficient 
and economical operations, 

Also pointed out by Japanese 
industrial leaders interested in 
atomic power generation are a 
number of technical problems to 
be overcome before nuclear-gen- 
erated electricity starts lighting 
homes and moving industrial 
machines in Japan. 

For instance, there was the 
question of earthquakes, for 
which Japan is notea. Earth- 
quakes are relatively infrequent 
in the United States, and the 
United Kingdom is said to have 
had no earthquake to speak of. 

An American scientist’s an- 
swer was that it is entirely pos- 
sible to design a quake-proof re- 
actor to be used safely in Japan. 

Another question raised by 
the Japanese concerned the 
density of population, whicn 
might make extra safety meas- 
ures for reactors necessary. To 
this, a U.S. specialist replied 
that-even in the U.S., wide sepa- 
rating areas are used around 
only a few experimental reac- 
tors, and again, by designing re- 
actors, it would be possible to 
make them perfectly safe even 
when the reactors are built in 
densely populated areas. 


Universal Wishes . 


There were a number of uni- 
versal wishes the Japanese par- 
ticipants in the conference 
seemed to make: 1) give us 
more information on nuclear 
development for peaceful pur- 
poses; 2) train Japanese person- 
nel in the U.S. (According to 
one estimate Japan will need 
somewhere between 1,000 and 
2,000 technical personnel for 
atomic power generation in 
1965.), and 3) financial assist- 
ance in terms of long-range, 
low-interest loans and free loan 
of atomic fuel. 

It was also apparent from the 
statements made by the Japa- 
nese industrial representatives, 
that Japanese industry hopes to 
manufacture reactors by them- 
selves as much as possible and 
as soon as possible after obtain- 
ing needed help and informa- 
tion from the U.S. 

For all the willingness on the 
part of the U.S. Government 
and private industries to help 
Japan start nuclear power gen- 
eration, what they could hope 
to get out of Japan in return, 
besides goodwill, remains to be 
seen. 


Gentle Art of Rectification

NEW YORK — Cheng Feng, 
says the authoritative People’s 
Daily of Peiping, must be car- 
ried out by methods “as gen- 
t!» as a breeze or a mild rain.” 
Cheng Feng means a rectifi- 
cation campaign—that is, a 
campaign to cleanse party 
members and masses alike of 
“incorrect thoughts.” 
Throughout Red China today, 
at the inspiration of President 
Mao Tse-tung, mass psychology 


is being applied with cold de- 


liberation to produce a pheno- 
menon, which should frighten 
the whole civilized world. 


Through a sort of refined, 
voodoo-like incantation, the Red 
Chinese leaders obviously in- 
tend to hypnotize the entire 
half billion population of Red 
China into a state of mind in 
which their reflexes will oper- 
ate automatically for the bene- 
fit of the total state. 


There will be no physical 
punishment, People’s Daily em- 
phasized. 


In the course of the cam- 
paign, those found to have com- 
mitted mistakes, big or small, 
except for serious cases of of- 
fenses against the law or dis- 
cipline, are to be given posi- 
tive and patient help, so as 
to achieve the aim of “taking 
warning from the past in order 
to be more careful in thé future, 
and treating the illness in order 
to save the man.” — 


This is much more insidious 
than physical punishment. It is 
mental and psychological per- 
secution. 

Those who fail to respond to 
Cheng Feng, who stubbornly 
hold to individual views and 
resist the mold made for them

by Mao, face punishments which 
will be unbearable. 

First they will find them- 
selves ousted from their jobs, 
then cut off from friends, ostrac- 
ized even by their families, 
denounced by their ideologically 
“educated” children. They will 
conform or live alone in pure 
misery. 

They are to be educated “seri- 
ously, but as gently as a breeze 
or a mild rain,” says the Peo- 
ple’s Daily. Party members will 
lecture other party members in- 
terminably, and will lecture 
nonparty members. People who 
have committed real or imagin- 
ed offenses wilt-be required to 
brainwash themselves in public 
through abject  breast-beating 
confessions. If they do not, 
they will not be killed or beaten. 
The suffering will be more 
subtle and more lasting. 


Party members’ themselves 
are the rectification campaign's 
first targets. “Gentle as a 
breeze or a mild rain,” they 
will work on one _ another. 
Through the party pyramid 
structure énd the mass organi- 
zations controlled by it, the 
“rectification” will extend to all 
the people. 

The reason is that President 
Mao and his aides have seen 
disturbing signs of restlessness 
in the population. It rose 
from resentment against the 
party itself and its ruthless 
methods. In its editorial a week 
ago, the People’s Daily demand- 
ed “factual criticism of those 
comrades who, have committed 
mistakes and pointing out ways 
and means to correct the mis- 
takes.” If this is not done, the 
leaders admit, the masses may 
be moved to take matters into

Readers in Council 


Eigo and Beigo 
To the Editor: 


Recently two university stu- 
dents came to my office to ask 
me to act as a judge in-an Eng- 
lish speech contest. During the 
course of the conversation, one 
of them referred to American 
English (Beigo) in diStinction to 
“real English” (honto no Ejigo; 
or English as spoken in Eng- 
land). This reference points up 
a problem which has 
bothering me for a long time— 
the great preoccupation among 
Japanese students with miscon- 
ceived notions about the phone- 
tic differences between Eigo and 
Beigo. 

On more than one occasion, 1 
have been lectured to by sincere 
Japanese about the fine distinc- 
tions between the phonetic sys- 
tems of Eigo and Beigo. Because 
of these differences, I have been 
told that Englishmen cannot 
understand the speech of Ameri- 
cans; that movies imported into 
the States from England have 
Beigo subtitles; that Englishmen 
conscientiously distinguish be- 
tween the pronunciatien of to, 
too, and two, while ericans 
slovenly lump them into one 
sound. These and a host of 
other misconceptions have been 
carefully pointed out to me by 
people who cannot themselves 
distinguish the ‘critical pho- 
nemes in either Eigo or Beigo. 


Actually any educated Eng- 
lishman or American will readi- 
ly admit that there is little or 
no difficulty understanding the 
pronunciation of either system. 
(This of course excludes the 
dialects which are no more “real 
English” than that spoken by 
the members of Parliament or 
the Senate.) 


And yet, though the Amer- 
icans and English do not make 
an issue of it, the Japanese stu- 
dent delights in referring to it 
and blowing it up to proportions 
way beyond its importance to 
them as foreign learners of 
English, 


Might it not be that the Japa- 
nese student’s inability to pro- 
duce either phonetic system ac- 
curately leads him to take re- 
fuge in talking about English in- 
stead of in it? The people who 
make such comments as those 
given above invariably mae 
them in Japanese, while the peo- 
ple who can speak English well 
enough to converse in it are 
busy talking about more impor- 
tant things. 


I suggest that it would pay 
the student of English to adopt 
one system, either Eigo or Beigo 
(it matters not) and learn how 
to pronounce those sounds 
which are phonemically impor- 
tant. They needn’t worry about 
being misunderstood by an 
American just because they are 
using what they believe to pe 
the English system. If they are 
using it correctly, they will de 
understood by both. When they 
have eliminated the peculiarities 
of their own Japanese style of 
English, then they can begin to 
discuss with intelligence the 
subtleties of the English and 
American styles. 


This letter is not offered in 
facetiousness, but as a serious 
criticism of a tendency among 
Japanese students which is re- 
tarding their progress in the 
language they are trying so hard 
to master.

British Defense Changes 


Smaller but More Powerful, Mobile Forces

The general principles of the 
new British defense policy an- 
nounced in the recent Defense 
White Paper are by now widely 
known, Jt will be recalled that 
they include the prevention of 
war as the overriding aim of 
all military planning, that they 
recognize that no country can 
any longer protect itself in iso- 
lation, and that they require 
Britain’s armed forces to be 
able as their main tasks to play 
their part with Allied forces in 
deterring and resisting aggres- 
sion, to defend British colonies 
and protected territories against 
local attack, and to undertake 
limited operations in overseas 
emergencies. 

What do these and the other 
principles set forth in the De- 
fense White Paper mean for the 
three armed services respective- 
ly and for Britain’s defense as a 
whole during the coming year? 

The main burden of providing 
the deterrent to global war rests 
upon the air forces of Britain 
and the United States, and with- 
in the air forces primarily on 
the capacity for nuclear retalia- 
tion. At present this capacity 
rests with manned bomber air- 
craft, and it will probably be 
several years at least before it is 
partly taken over by long-range 
guided missiles which can 
travel, say, from 2,000 to 5,000 
miles. In the Royal Air Force 
today responsibility for the de- 
terrent is borne by Bomber 
Command, and within Bomber 
Command by the force of 
medium bombers which are 
known as V-bombers, because 
the names of their aircraft, the 
Valiant, the Vulcan, and the Vic- 
tor, all begin with the letter 

During the coming year this 
medium, or “V”, or deterrent 
bomber force will continue to 
build up its strength. There is 
as yet no question of ballistic 
missiles forming part of the 
deterrent, a development which 
still belongs to the future. 

As regards deterrent weap- 
ons, Britain’s stocks of nuclear 
bombs are increasing. They 
can be accurately delivered. 
An atomic bomb dropped last 
year during trials in Australia 
landed within 110 yards of the 
point aimed at. Another major 
gain is expected later this year 
after the trials of British 
megaton or hydrogen bombs in 
the Christmas Island area of 
the Pacific. Somewhat farther 
off is the powered guided bomb 
the so-called “stand-off bomb” 
—which will enable bombers to 


launch the deterrent while 
themselves still far from their 
targets. 


The coming year will also see 
the Royal Air Force increasing 
its defensive strength. Super- 
sonic fighters are going into 
production, new and very high- 
performance radars are in use, 
air-to-air guided missiles are 
coming forward, and ground-to- 
air defensive missiles are in 
sight. On the other hand, the 
RAF forces committed to NATO 
are being reduced, though 
greater atomic capacity will in- 
crease the striking power of the 
light-bomber forces that remain. 
In the Middle East and Far 
East the RAF will also continue 
to contribute to the Baghdad 
Pact, SEATO, and ANZAM de 
fense organizations. 

Many of the changes which 
the new defense policy will 
cause in the British Army are 
not yet announced. One most 
important change is the recon- 


» stitution of the Army’s Central 


Reserve in the United Kingdom. 
This -reserve is organized both 
for limited and for global war. 
It includes units on a brigade 
basis which are specially train- 
ed for internal security duties

One community in Long Is- 
land has come up with a new 
way to help solve the shortage 
of teachers. Sixty college-train- 
ed parents of Plainedge, L.L, 
are taking a special adult educa- 
tion course. which wi] qualify 
them within six morths or a 
year to teach on a limited basis. 

One individual started the 
whole idea, developed it, and 
serves as instructor in giving 
the parents their teaching 
course. She is Mrs. Rita Duffy, 
principal in the Plainedge Ele- 
mentary school. 

The idea came to her when 
she had to teach a sixth grade 
class because no substitute was 
available to replace the absent 
teacher. Furthermore, she found 
that there were only five certifi- 
ed substitutes for the 4,800 
pupils in the district’s five 
schools. 

This novel approach may 
prove practical in more ways 
than one. It will help both to 
relieve the teacher shortage and 
to give parents a unique oppor- 
tunity to see at close range the 
inner workings of their schools. 
They will also be in a position 
to help teachers bring the spirit- 
ual values of a good home into 
the classrooms.

for. One surface -to-surface 
guided weapon regiment armed 
with American “Corporal” mis-

miles is being raised, and a 
second will be formed during 


the year. Organizational chang- 
es include savings in  head- 
quarters, manpower, and trans- 
port which will mean smaller 
units more adapted to the 
needs of nuclear warfare. More 
transport aircraft (operated by 
the RAF) and helicopters will 
increase the Army’s mobility. 
After consultation with the 
NATO powers, Britain this year 
will ‘reduce the British Army 
of the Rhine from about 77,000 
to about 64,000 men, chiefly by 
cuts in administrative unils. 
The British troops in Libya will 
be progressively and very suod- 
stantially reduced, and the Brit- 
ish forces in Jordan are being 
completely withdrawn; but in 
Southeast Arabia the Trucial 
Oman Scouts are having their 
strength doubled. In South- 
east Asia a mixed British- 
Gurkha force and certain dir 
force elements will be main- 
tained, together with a sub- 
stantial garrison in Hongkong 
and a small naval force based 


on Singapore. 
At sea, mobility enables the 
Royal Navy and the Royal 


Marines to bring power to bear 
rapidly in peacetime emergen- 
cies or limited hostilities. The 
aircraft carrier has increasing 
significance, and the main ele- 
ments of the Royal Navy are 
being based on a small num- 
ber of carrier groups, each com- 
posed of one aircraft carrier— 
which in due course will Rave 
nuclear capacity—and support- 
ing ships. This year will see 
more aircraft carrier moderni- 
zation, guided missile trials, and 
tactical training with  high- 
speed submarines. A consider- 
able number of ships in reserve, 
including battleships, will be 
disposed of or scrapped. Brit- 
ish naval strength east of Suez 
will be maintained at about its 
present level, with one carrier 
group normally stationed in the 
Indian Ocean, | 

Thus in sum the current year 
will see Britain move toward 
smaller armed forces, more 
powerfully armed, more mobile, 
concentrated primarily on pre- 
venting war by means of the 
deterrent, and contributing. to 
the NATO shield, while strong- 
ly armed to take part if need 
be in limited wars and to quell 
local ones (London Press Serv- 
ice). 


Rights to Panama 


PANAMA (Reuter)—President 

Nasser’s nationalization of the 
Suez Canal and his success in 
regaining sovereignty over the 
Canal zone, have turned the 
spotlight here on Panama’s long 
standing claims to sovereignty 
over the Panama Canal zone, 


In point of fact, Panama’s 
statements on this subject have 
been no more than a reiteration 
of the legal position which she 
adopted years ago. .This was ex- 
pressed clearly and concisely by 
President Ernesto de la Guardia 
Jr. in answer to a questionnaire 
submitted to him recently oy 
the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany of the United States. 

“Panama,” he said, “granted 
the United States Government 
jurisdictional, and only jurisdic- 
tional, rights in the canal zone 
for the specific purposes of con- 
struction, maintenance, opera- 
tion sanitation and protection of 
the canal, without relinquishing 
her sovereignty over that ter- 
ritory.” 

The United States thterpreta- 
tion of the wording of the 1903 
treaty with Panama, signed 
shortly after Panama achieved 
independence from Colombia, js 
different. 

In the United States view, the 
treaty grants the United States 
in perpetuity all rights to the 
use, occupation and control of 
the canal zone, to the exclusion 
ot the exercise by Pdnama of 
any such sovereign rights. 

' For years past, and; probably 
for years to come, these oppos- 
ir.g viewpoints have given rise 
to nothing more violent than 
talk, and it is against the back- 
ground of Suez that Panama's 
assertions have suddenly attract- 
ed more attention than former- 
ly. 

But while the argument con- 
tinues over the meaning of the 
treaty, there is no doubt about 
the facts. The United States ex- 
ercises all sovereign rights in 
the canal zone. 
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
